We’re all N-victims, says Siserphysicist- 


‘By Ai Antczak 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — Nuclear weapons production 
is physically and genetically victimizing Americans, their 
children and their grandchildren, said Sister Rosalie 
Bertell, a consultant to the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission. : 


““Nobody knows the number of deaths’’ production has 
caused, she said in a talk at the Peace and Justice Center 
of Southern California maintained in Los Angeles by 
several religious communities. 


PRODUCTION OF NUCLEAR weapons is also 
doing irreversible damage to the earth, said Sister Bertell, 
a Grey Nun of the Sacred Heart who has specialized in 
cancer research. ‘““The stuff we’re putting in the 
environment is going to be around for hundreds of 
thousands of years,’’ she said. 


Sister Bertell, who has a doctorate from the Catholic 
University of America in Washington and who taught 
there, said she ‘‘stumbled’’ into the nuclear weapons 
issue as_a result of her participation in a five-year study of 
leukemia. 


‘‘How many U.S.-citizens give their lives every year in 
order to build nuclear weapons — counting everything 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — In an effort to 
improve spiritual services in a rapidly moving 
world, the Pontifical Commission for Migration 
and Tourism announced an expansion of special 
sacramental privileges for travelers. 


The categories of travelers listed in the new 
decree issued April 15 include migrants, seamen 
and navigators, nomads, circus troupes, traveling 
business people, airport employees and in-flight 
personnel, air and ship passengers, tourists and 
pilgrims. 

The decree also grants special faculties to 
chaplains working with people in these categories. It 
was approved by Pope John Paul II and signed by 
Cardinal Sebastiano Baggio, commission president, 

~and Archbishop Emanuele Clarizio, propresident. 


The decree grants to the categories of travelers a 
dispensation from the law on fast and abstinence but 
urges travelers to make ‘‘an adequate work of 
piety’? and adhere.to the law at least on Good 
Friday. 


from uranium mining, milling, transporting, fabricating, 
enriching, making and testing the bombs, running the 
power plants that give you the plutonium, and handling 
the waste?’’ she asked. ‘‘How many people die every year 
for the military weapons program?’’ 


THE ANSWER SHE receives from the military is: 
““Yhat’s not our department,’’she said. ‘‘What really hit 
me was that I’ve always known that the military didn’t 
count the cost of a program,’’ she went on. ‘‘But I 
thought it was in money, and I didn’t know it was in lives. 
The number isn’t even calculated.”’ 


SISTER BERTELL, who is on the staff of the 
Jesuit Center for Social Faith and Justice in Toronto and 
is a consultant to Canada’s environmental ministry, 
spoke in Los Angeles after meeting in Las Vegas, Nev., 
with 200 cancer victims who had been employees at the 
Nevada nuclear test site. 

She accused the military ‘‘of knowing very well what 
was going to happen downwind from the Nevada test 
site’’ when they asked permission years ago to detonate 
five bombs there. ‘“The five bombs have turned into 585 
in Nevada,”’ she said. ‘‘Of that, 190 were above ground, 
the rest below ground. They’re still doing it, I think on 
the average of every other week.”’ 

‘‘The amount of radioactivity that has been spewed 
into the air by these bomb tests is unbelievable,’’ she 
continued. ‘‘Much of it has come backwards into 
California.” 


SISTER BERTELL SAID winds have also carried the 
radioactivity to New England and other areas in the 
Northeast. And ‘‘about 16 or 18 of the dirtiest ones’’ went 
southeast into Navajo country and into New Mexico, she 
said. 

“*This is still going on,”’ she said. ‘‘What doesn’t come 
up in the air goes down in the earth to the desert floor 
where it is probably now in the deep water supply of the 
whole Midwest. 3 

Americans have been ‘‘pretty well brainwashed’’ to 
believe radiation causes only fatal cancers, Sister Bertell 
said. Some sources say the number of such deaths is 16 to 
20 times higher than the government admits, she said. 
But the argument is irrelevant, she added, because 
radiation also causes acceleration of the aging process, 
early heart disease, asthma, arthritis, allergies in children 
and other things ‘‘no one is talking about.’’ 


Tuition tax credits: 
Too little, too late?

WASHINGTON (NC) — For those who missed the 
irony of the situation President Reagan was quick with a 
reminder. 

“‘T’m sure you realize,’’ Reagan said April 15 before 
announcing his tuition tax credit proposal to the National 
Catholic Educational Association, “‘it-is something of a 
risk for any government official to appear in public on 
income tax day.”’ 

OF COURSE PUBLIC officials who appear on 
income tax day offering new tax credits rather than new 
taxes are certain to get a different reaction. But it remains 
to be seen whether tuition tax credits soon will join those. 
eight other credits which appear on the back of the latest 
Form 1040. 


Even before Reagan announced his tuition tax credit 
proposal one of the biggest objections in Washington was 
the program’s cost. Simply stated, every credit taken by 
American taxpayers means fewer dollars for the 
Treasury, and fewer dollars for the Treasury mean larger 
budget deficits. 


With budget deficits pashli past the $100-billion 
mark, and with the politicians scrambling to find new 
ways to reduce those deficits, adding new credits becomes 
exceedingly difficult to justify. 

BUT REAGAN ADMINISTRATION officials 
stressed that the president wanted to fulfill his 1980 
campaign promise to work for tuition tax credits for 
parents who send their children to private and parochial 
schools. 

Administration officials also use words such as 

‘negligible’? and ‘‘minimal’’ to describe the proposal’s 
impact on the budget. Since it is so small, said 
presidential assistant David Gergen, “‘he (Reagan) thinks 
we can find room for it.” 


That may make the proposal more palatable to 
Congress, at least when compared to the other major 
tuition tax credit proposal, the Packwood-Moynihan bill 
introduced by Sen. Bob Packwood (R-Ore.) and Sen. 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan (D-N.Y.).

SIX JAILED — Six Catholic peace 
demonstrators, backed by Bishop 
Bernard Flanagan of Worcester, Mass., 
were jailed on trespassing charges Good 
Friday at General Telephone and Elec- 
tronics’ Westboro plant; the GTE facility 
is the research and development center 
for the command, control and com- 
munications system for the nuclear-war- 
headed MX and Minuteman III missiles. 
Five of the six demonstrators are 
connected with a Catholic Workers’ 
house serving the poor in the area. 


TRIP POSTPONED? — Vatican 
sources have hinted privately that a war 
between Great Britain and Argentina 
could cancel Pope John Paul II’s 
scheduled trip to Britain, now set for May 
28-June 2; the visit to England, Scotland 
and Wales would make the pontiff the 
first pope to set foot on British soil. 
Vatican insiders feel the pope stands so 
strongly for peace that it would be ‘‘only 
logical for him not to maRAY, a visit to a 
nation at war. 


NO TO NUKES — Denouncing ‘‘self- 
preservation at all costs,’’ the Catholic 


bishops of Scotland have called for a 
reduction in the world’s nuclear 
weaponry and protested that the British 
government has not provided enough 
‘‘verifiable information’’ on the nuclear 
issue. The bishops of Scotland’s eight 
dioceses aligned the Scottish hierarchy 
with the Church of Scotland 
(Presbyterian) and the Episcopal Church 
in Scotland, which have criticized the 
installation of nuclear weapons there. 


NO TO APRIL 15 — At least 10 U.S. 
priests have refused to pay part of their 
federal income taxes to protest American 
military expenditures and the nuclear 
arms race, and there is no way to tell if 
any others have done so without saying 
anything about it publicly. The group 
includes Father James B. Schexnayder, 
director of the Oakland, Calif., diocesan 
permanent deacon program, a pastor in 
Indianapolis and eight priests of the 
Pittsburgh diocese. 


HINDU TROUBLES — A Catholic 
bishop and a Catholic member of 
Parliament have blamed a Hindu organ- 
ization for fomenting anti-Christian 
feelings which led to several deaths and 
rioting in southern India recently. The 
Rashtrya Swayamsewak Sangh, a 
militant Hindu organization, has been 
conducting a hate campaign against 
Christians and Moslems, charged Bishop 
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Marianus Aokiasamy of Kottar, and MP 
Margaret Alva said local officials in the 
riot area were lax in _ protecting 
Christians, who make up less than three 
percent of India’s population. 


NEW BISHOP — Pope John Paul II 


has named Bishop Jan Oblak, the. 


68-year-old auxiliary bishop of Warmia, 
Poland, to head the Warmia diocese. He 
succeeds Archbishop Jozef Glemp, the 
Polish primate, who was named last July 
18 to head the dioceses of Gniezno and 
Warsaw. 


SECOND CLINIC — The e Knights of 
Malta have opened a second free clinic for 
the poor of Los Angeles. Located in Our 
Lady of Talpa School in the city’s densely 
populated East Side, the clinic provides a 
‘‘reaffirmation of the Church’s respon- 
sibility for the poor,’’ said Cardinal 
Timothy Manning, archbishop of Los 
Angeles. 

FREEDOM PLEDGE — After 
meeting with Guatemala’s new military 
rulers the nation’s bishops said they had 
obtained a pledge that the Roman 
Catholic Church will be free to carry out 
its mission and that the return of exiled 
Church personnel, including one bishop, 
many priests, Sisters, and lay workers, is 
being studied, announced Bishop 
Prospero Penado of San Marcos, 
chairman of the Guatemalan Bishops’ 
Conference. 


NEW AUXILIARY — Pope John 
Paul II has named Father Edward Pevec 
as auxiliary bishop of Cleveland. 


TESTING HIT — The Canadian 
Conference of Catholic Bishops has 
attacked the Canadian government’s 
decision to allow U.S. testing of cruise 
nuclear missiles in Northern Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. The bishops said Canada 
should direct its efforts toward effective 
disarmament negotiations ‘‘rather than 
welcoming the testing of nuclear delivery 
systems like the cruise missile over 
Canadian territory.”’ 


Reaching out 


The Jesuits came to south central Africa 
soon after the first idea of settlement 
gleamed. Three Dominican Sisters travelled as 
nurses with the first ox wagons of settlers in 
1890. Following the Jesuits and Dominicans 
came Marianhill Fathers, Bethlehem Fathers, 
Redemptorists, Carmelites, from England, 
Ireland, Switzerland, Poland, Germany and 
elsewhere in Europe. 

They built schools, opened clinics, built 
chapels and taught the natives Christianity. 
They also ministered to the settlers in the 
cities and towns and vast farming areas. 

The city of Bulawayo — ‘‘city of blood’ — 
was once the headquarters of Lobengula, the 
black chieftain, who was chased out of his 
domain by settler soldiers. His resounding 
name, like that of Mzilikatze, another chief, 
became part of history. 

The settlers and missionaries were 
encouraged by that noted British empire 
builder Cecil John Rhodes, who gave his name 
to the country, Rhodesia, and whose 
scholarships to Oxford University are still 
among the most prized in the English-speaking 
world. Many a famous American boasts such a 
scholarship. 

Some 80 years later the settlers lost 
political control following seven. years of 
guerrilla war. Many missionaries, including a 
Marianhill bishop, died during those years,

shot down in cold blood. 

With peace came black rule, black 
leadership. With peace came resettlement of 
rural schools, hospitals and churches run by 
missionaries, encouraged by the government 
of Robert Mugabe, the Marxist prime 
mininster. The country changed its name to 
Zimbabwe and the immortalization of Rhodes 
ceased. His statues were torn down. 

The Marianhill missionaries, halfway 
through those first 80 years, found 
themselves in a peculiar situation. Mostly 
from Germany they had the strange anomaly, 
during World War Il, of being under the 
direction of a Czechoslovakian bishop (the 
first of Bulawayo) ministering to thousands of 
men in the British Royal Air Force, whose 
bases dotted the country. As priests they 
served the military men. 

It was a German Marianhill priest who, 38 
years ago today, witnessed a marriage 
ceremony in Bulaway6 cathedral between a 
lovely singer and nurse, daughter of the 
cathedral choir director, and one of those 
Royal Air Force pilots on active duty in the 
country.

SAN DIEGO — Exactly 100 years 
later to the day that the first Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Carondelet came to San Diego, 
the CSJs now in the diocese, their many 
friends and students and alumni gathered 
April 18 with Bishop Leo'T. Maher in St. 
Joseph Cathedral for a Mass of 
Thanksgiving. 

“‘Four Sisters arrived in San Diego on 
April 18, 1882, and started a school 
dedicated to Our Lady of Peace, our first 
California foundation,’’ noted Sister 
Catherine Louise Lacoste, CSJ, the 
diocesan archivist. ‘“Fhe presence of the 
Sisters here has been a continuous one at 
OLP, but they also serve in the parochial 
schools; at the chancery, and in other 
ways in the diocese.”’ 


“‘] HAVE A long-standing love affair 
with the Sisters of St. Joseph,’’ said 
Father Patrick J. Grace, chaplain at 
OLP, in his homily. ‘‘It began in the first 
grade. I found a community of CSJs 
caring for and cherishing 1100 kids when 
I got to my first parish assignment. And 
just seven years ago Bishop Maher 
confided to me that the Sisters at the 
Academy of Our Lady of Peace had been 
bugging him to send a priest.”’ 

Father Grace said that the centennial 
celebration was as much a celebration of 
the Sisters’ first 100 years in the diocese as 
it’ was a celebration of their next 100 
years. 

‘“‘Today we celebrate the love the 
Sisters have extended to every life 
touched by theirs. They are Catholic in 


the finest sense, because they have opened - 


their arms to all,’’ he said. 


THE RELIGIOUS vows are what sets 
the Sisters apart from everyone else, 
noted Father Grace. ‘‘In a world that 
places such high value on material things, 
they have pledged themselves to a life of 
poverty. In the spirit. of those early 
Christians they have said, ‘What is mine 
is yours.” ”’ 


In the Sisters’ obedience to the 
shepherds of the Church and _ the 
superiors of their community, said Father 
Grace, is found true freedom, although it 
may be ‘‘perhaps the most difficult. They 
have not said my will, but your will be 
done.”’ 


Whether at Our Lady of Peace 
Academy or their other school 
assignments, in the chancery or in social 
service to the diocese, said Father Grace, 
the Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet 
‘have captured the mystery of what it 
means to be the Body of Christ.’’ He left 
them with a challenge“‘‘not to be routine,

not to take for granted your specialness, 
but to let it shine like a beacon for our 
young people.”’ 

IN HIS REMARKS at the conclusion 
of the Mass, Bishop Maher praised the 
Sisters as ‘‘women of prayer and women 
of action.

‘‘There is not a segment of this diocese 
that you have not touched,’’ said the 
bishop. ‘“‘We give thanks to Almighty 
God for the grace you have brought 
among us.

Brother Kane’s own career switch basis of life-planning course

SAN DIEGO — Christian Brother 
Thomas Kane first came to San Diego in 
1973 looking to change careers in mid- 
stream, well after the point commonly 
thought of as ‘‘mid-life crisis.’” Brother 
Thomas had been dean of students at a 
college in Santa Fe, New Mexico, and is 
now associate director of the permanent 
diaconate program and on the faculty of 
St. Francis Seminary. 

The transition was not much of a 
problem for him, but in the course of 
additional studies and teaching at the 
University of San Diego, he realized that 
very few students were graduating with a 
clear idea of what they were going to do 
with the rest of their lives. 

OUT OF THAT experience he 
developed a career-life planning course 
which he has taught to seminarians, 
missionaries, college students and job 
trainees around the globe for the past 10 
years. And his course is now a very 
important part of a year of application, 
screening and testing for men thinking 
about entering the four-year diocesan 
program leading to ordination as a 
permanent deacon. 

The wives of potential deacon 
candidates are also included in the 30 
hours of classroom session just ending,

said Brother Thomas, because the women 
will not only play a part in their 
husbands’ decision to enter the program, 
but will also have to realize that they have 
lives of their own to lead, whether in 


support of his vocation or in new 
directions for themselves. 

Only .by discerning basic skills, 
interests and talents, says Brother 
Thomas, can a person make intelligent 
choices regarding the direction life will 
take. And people have many more special 
talents and skills than they ordinarily 
think they have, he adds. 

LIFE ITSELF is both call and 
vocation, feels Brother Thomas, and we 
are not only given gifts with which to 
respond to that call, whether or not we 
recognize them,‘ but also the freedom to 
do so. What the course is ultimately all 
about is the uniqueness of each person, 
‘fand how you do not need to allow the 
world to frustrate that weakness.”’ 

While much of the course work is 
directed at an organized way of career 
planning, it has been adapted to enable 
potential candidates for the diaconate to 
discern where they are going in their lives 
and how much of a commitment both the 
program and future ministry will entail. 

One of their assignments was to 
interview, with their wives, an already 
ordained deacon and his wife. ‘““This was 
maybe even more important for the wives 
of applicants,’’ said Brother Thomas. ‘‘A 
couple of the women didn’t realize what 


_ this will mean to their marriages. They 


will have to deal with it.”’ : 

AN IMPORTANT part of each three- 
hour session was sharing insights with 
each other in small groups, said Brother 
Thomas, which enabled people to freely 
open up to others in new ways and 
express things about themselves they had 
never said before. 

For potential deacon candidates, said 
Brother Thomas, the 10 Tuesday-night 
sessions at USD were a mid-point in a 
year-long selection process ‘which will 
continue through this spring. Out of 20 
original applicants, 15 began the course; 
one man dropped out once he balanced 
the potential demands upon his time with 
those of a growing family. 

Brother Thomas holds two masters’ 
degrees, one of them in counseling, and 
from experience feels that the techniques 
of self-examination and personal skill 
examination he’s developed can _ be 
applied at any time of life, whether in 
beginning a career, transferring skills to a 
new one, or in self-fulfillment. 

A SYSTEMATIC approach to identi- 
fying our own skills and values builds self- 
confidence if nothing else, said Brother 
Thomas, because it makes us see the real 
truth about ourselves ‘‘from the only 
point of view that carries weight, our 
own.”’

Lech Walesa is a dangerous man. He says so himself. 
Poland’s military government agrees with him. 


Walesa has been held a prisoner by his government since 
the imposition of martial law last December. He is the co- 
founder of the free-union movement in Poland called 
‘‘Solidarity;’’ that is also his crime. 


He has just recently been allowed to see his latest child, 
and he was not allowed to attend her baptism. He is 
considered so dangerous that his government has now 
offered to let him and his family leave Poland. They would 
like to get rid of him. He is a dangerous man. 


‘‘I am a dangerous man,’’ Walesa is quoted as saying, 
‘‘because I am religious.’’ He is a dangerous man, because 
his faith will not allow him to remain silent in the face of a 
government that denies its citizens the right to form free 
associations, unions or independent political parties. 


He is a dangerous man because his faith will not allow 
him to remain silent before a government that rules by 
military might against the will of the great majority of its 
people. 

He is a dangerous man because he tried to do something 
for his fellow-workers who were oppressed by the injustices 
of that military government. He is a dangerous man 
because he openly opposed the government’s persecution 
of religion and those who practice it. 


He is a dangerous man because he is a man of faith. And 
faith is something that strikes right at the heart of atheistic 
Communism. 

So, Lech Walesa is a dangerous man. He admits it; his 
government agrees. 


It is difficult for us in the United States to fully 
understand the depth of courage required for Walesa and 
his co-leaders to attempt to do what they actually did. We 
have grown so accustomed to freedom, the right of 
association, freedom of religion, freedom of the press, of 
speech, and all the other liberties we so take for granted. 
They knew the risks, the dangers, the perils and the cost. 


But they were dangerous men; so it didn’t matter that 
much. It has always been thus with martyrs. 


In a world where commitment seems more and more 
difficult, such devotion and dedication shines like a light in 
the darkness. It is not surprising that Time magazine 
named Walesa ‘‘Man of the Year’’ for 1981, because he 
was ‘‘a completely different kind of hero: a common man 
who has taken his fling at changing history not by leading 
governments, winning great battles or writing books, but 
by embodying the hopes, faith, courage, even the foibles, 
of the vast majority of his countrymen.’’ We might add, of 
free people everywhere. 

We cannot help but think that what the world needs now 
is a few dangerous men like Lech Walesa. 

The Church could put up with a few herself: men and 
women who are dangerous because their Gospel-lives 
contradict and cry out against the materialism, hedonism, 
and faithlessness of the world.

How just is just? 


The recent stand taken by our 
American Catholic bishops on the danger 
of nuclear weapons and the morality of 
their use and possession. is neither 
‘‘mindless’’ nor ‘‘irresponsible’’ as 
suggested by Joseph V. Jacoby. Indeed 
the bishops are teaching what has been for 
centuries, (although not well publicized), 
the Church’s position on the justification 
for war.

Jacoby’s view that the bishops’ condem- 
nation of nuclear weapons spells doom for 
our nation; rather it is their speaking out 
that offers an opportunity to save it.

The sense of the faithful 


Familiaris Consortio, Pope John Paul II’s 167-page apostolic 


exhortation on the family, has not received a great deal of | 


attention since its release on December 15, 1981. Some 
commentators view the document simply as a restatement of the 
Church’s traditional prohibitions of divorce, remarriage and 
artificial birth control. 


One commentator, however, Father Andrew Greeley, the self- 
styled paragon of sociological and theological acumen, has 
pointed to the document’s important statement on the role of the 
laity in the development of Church teaching. Despite the self- 
serving salvo at the beginning of his open letter to the Pope (“‘I 
have just read your apostolic exhortation, Familiaris Consortio; 
candidly, I don’t know of any other priest who has read it or 
intends to read it,’’) Greeley’s review of the document ends on a 
very positive note: 


‘““You have gone farther than any other pope in insisting on the 
importance of the lay contribution and on the role social research 
might play (though not by itself) in facilitating that contribution. 
On these grounds I hail Familiaris Consortio as an outstandingly 
progressive document.’’ 


Greeley regrets that Familiaris Consortio does not fully reflect the 
laity’s experience of marriage and family life; he is concerned 
that at present the Chruch seems to lack ‘institutional 
arrangements”’ that would allow the laity and social research to 
make their respective contributions to the discernment of 
doctrine. Nevertheless, it is encouraging that Familiaris Consortio 
so clearly attests to the ‘‘irreplaceable’’ nature of these 
contributions. (See Familiaris Consortio, no. 5; cf. Vatican II’s 
Dogmatic Constitution on the Church,-Lumen Gentium, no. 12.)

Right-to-life and handicapped rights 
proponents have expressed dismay at the 
death of a six-day old Down’s syndrome 
baby, baptized as a Catholic, whose 
parents refused intravenous feeding for 
him or surgery to correct a defect which 
prevented him from being fed normally. 


The baby, whose name and parents 
have not been identified, was born earlier 
this month at Bloomington (Ind.) 
Hospital. He had Down’s syndrome — 
once known as ‘‘mongolism’’ — which is 
frequently accompanied by mental 
retardation and other problems. The 
baby also had an abnormal esophagus, 
which meant food could not reach his 
stomach, but the condition was 
considered correctable by surgery. 
However, the parents chose not to have 
the surgery performed and directed that 
the baby not be given water or food. The 
child died last week.

Borchertmeyer of St. Charles Borromeo 
parish, Bloomington, said he baptized the 
child at the request of the parents. 


Indiana attorneys seeking to protect the 
child had planned to ask U.S. Supreme 
Court Justice John Paul Stevens for an 
emergency order to save the baby, but 
were too late. 


An Indiana couple who have a Down’s 
syndrome child, a Canadian teacher of 
the mentally retarded and dozens of 
others reportedly offered to adopt the 
baby. 

LEGAL QUESTIONS arose when the 
hospital sought a judicial ruling on the 
matter of withholding treatment. Two 
Monroe County judges ruled against 
interfering with the parents’ decision to 
deny food and surgery. The Indiana 
Supreme Court also ruled that the parents 
could not be forced to feed the child or 
have surgery performed cn him. 


Thomas Marzen, staff counsel for 
Americans United for Life, said the 
decision to withhold treatment for the 
infant was a ‘‘form of discrimination 
against the handicapped.”’ 


Sister Rita Baum, executive director of 
the National Catholic Office for Persons 
with Disabilities and a member of the 
Sisters of St. Joseph of St. Augustine, also 
said the case involves rights for the 
handicapped and illustrates the need for 
education of parents and the medical 
profession. 


Nuns take N.H. bishop to court; 
judge refuses to overrule him 


EXETER, N.H. (NC) — A county 
court judge has ruled against four Sisters 
of Mercy who took Bishop Odore 
Gendron to court over their dismissals 
from teaching positions at Sacred Heart 
School, at Our Lady of the Miraculous 
Medal Parish, Hampton. 

In the ruling last week, Rockingham 
County Superior Court Judge Joseph 
Nadeau said the court lacked jurisdiction 
to overrule a decision by the bishop when 
the diocese did not renew the nuns’ 
teaching contracts. But at the same time, 
the judge also said that parochial school 
contracts are covered by civil law. 


THE FOUR nuns — Sisters Honora 
Reardon, the principal; Catherine 
Colliton and her sister Justine Colliton; 
and Mary Rita Furlong — filed a court 
petition in March asking whether the 
diocese had breached their contracts. 

Their attorney said they would appeal 
the court ruling. 


Issues ‘‘at the heart of this unfortunate 
controversy are matters of religious 
doctrine and policy which are not proper 
subjects for further judicial inquiry,” 
Judge Nadeau ruled. 


YET, THE JUDGE also said that 
parochial contracts can be subject to court 
review. The diocese had argued that 
under the doctrine of separation of church 
and state the contract was not subject to 
court scrutiny. But the judge stated that 
“local school board members should be 
subject to the jurisdiction of the court in 
actions involving the contract because the 
bishop invoked civil law by using it.’’ 

According to a statement from the 
diocese earlier this year, Sacred Heart 
Brother Roger Lemoyne, diocesan 
schools superintendent, told the parish 
school board that he objected to renewal 
of the nuns’ contracts. The diocese said 
Brother Lemoyne’s decision was made 
after consultation with all parties and that 
the consultation had been initiated by 
Bishop Gendron. 


A special Franciscan day will be 
held May 1 at St. Patrick Church 
from 9:30 a.m. to 5 p.m., including 
Mass. Father David Temple, OFM, 
from Santa Barbara, will speak on St. 
Clare, and Franciscan historian 
Raphael Brown will present a slide 
show, The Life and Land of St. Francis. 


The diocese claimed the sisters were 
not ‘‘present’’ to the parish community, 
ignored the school board, were cliquish, 
did not communicate with the parish 
staff, treated disdainfully legitimate 
questions raised by the parish or the 
school board and harbored ill feelings. 


THE NUNS disagreed and asked for a 
public hearing to respond. But the diocese 
said there was no chance of reconciliation 
and the nuns went to court. 


Meanwhile, some parents of Sacred 
Heart school children rallied to the nuns’ 
support and formed an Ad _ Hoc 
Committee to Save Our Sisters, which 
began raising money for legal fees. 


__In a statement after the court verdict, 
Bishop Gendron said he was ‘“‘gratified”’ 
to learn of the court ruling. And he said 
the ruling ‘‘in my mind confirms the long 
history of the separation of church and 
state in this country, which has fostered 
both civil and religious integrity.”’ 


BISHOP GENDRON also said that 
the nuns’ intention of appealing the 
county court ruling ‘‘grieves me.”’ 


‘While gratified with the present 
ruling, however, I can take no pleasure in 
the fact that so much pain, confusion and 
concern has been caused to so many 
people by the fact that the four Sisters 
chose to bring their grievances to civil 
jurisdiction and into the public forum 
rather than using the means of appeal that 
were available to them in the Church 
itself.”’ 


Brother Lemoyne said the sisters were 
offered the opportunity for a hearing 
before the diocesan school board, which, 
he said, would probably have been a 
closed, private hearing. But they lost their 
chances for such a hearing when they 
went to court, he added. 


BISHOP GENDRON said the 
decision to not renew the nuns’ contracts 
was made ‘‘after much serious consul- 
tation, reflection and prayer’? and 
meetings with the Sisters and other 
parties. 


The Sisters of Mercy, in a statement 
issued after the court case was filed, said 
their congregation disagreed with the four 
nuns’ decision to go to court. 
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AND MARIE Shemeley, the mother 
of a daughter who has Down’s syndrome 
who also needed surgery to correct a 
digestive system defect when she was born 
almost 10 years ago, said the Indiana 
parents’ decision shocked her. ‘‘I literally 
can’t believe anyone would let a child 
die,’’ she said. 

Father Borchertmeyer said the baby’s 
parents, whom he had not met 
previously, asked him to baptize their 
baby and that he did so. The parents do 
not want to be identified and “‘I feel that 
has to be respected,’’ he said> Because of 
all the legal developments, publicity and 
the parents’ desire to remain alone, he 
has not discussed the matter with them — 
although he does not rule out doing so in 
the future — and did not counsel them at 
the time of the baptism, he said. ‘‘I really 
don’t know that much about the family,”’ 
or the extent of the parents’ religious 
involvement, although they have a 
Catholic background, Father 
Borchertmeyer said. 

He also said the situation is 
‘“complicated’’ and that he does not know 
all of the details of the child’s medical 
problems or parents’ concerns. But, as he 
explained, ‘‘As far as I know it’s not as 
clear-cut as has been reported.”’ 


FATHER LARRY P. Crawford, 
Indianapolis archdiocesan pro-life 
director, said that although the Church 
does maintain that extraordinary means 
do not need to be employed to continue 
life, the surgery and intravenous feeding 
available for the baby should have been 
considered non-extraordinary means and 
used to save the child. 

He also suggested the parents must 
have gone through ‘‘a living hell’’ in 
reaching their decision. ‘‘Whether we 
agree or disagree we must also be 
concerned about the couple,’’ he added. 

Mary Pat Marstall, president of 
Indiana Right to Life, termed the case a 
‘‘dangerous precedent.”’ 
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Was Down’s baby killed, or did parents do the right thing? 


“TF WE CAN allow our courts to 
accept the concept that society has the 
right to decide which lives are good 
enough to be treated in an emergency 
situation, then we’ve totally devalued all 
life,’’ she said. 


Father Edward Bryce, director of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops’ 
Committee on Pro-Life Activities, said he 
prays ‘‘for our country whose courts 
cooperated in the fatal neglect of this 
child.”’ 


Mrs. Shemeley said that her own 
daughter, Kathleen, participates in an 
educational program supported by the 
Diocese of St. Augustine, and community 
groups. 

She said that she and her husband, 
James, parents of four other daughters as 
well, could have denied surgery for 
Kathleen but refused that option. 


‘““WHEN IT COMES right down to it 
there is a human being there, a little 
baby,’’ who needs help, she added. 
‘‘How can you take a little baby and not 
treat it as a little baby?”’

What is significance of church we

How can couples and families plan a church wedding in 
a way that strengthens the symbolism of Christian 
marriage? : 

Actually, if the church is chosen as the location of a 
wedding simply to give the right impression to relatives 
and friends who will attend, or because the photographer 
thinks it forms a better backdrop for the memorable 
photos that will be taken, then the planning may distract 
from — or even deny — the real meaning of Christian 
marriage. 

BUT THERE ARE quite appropriate reasons to 
celebrate a wedding in the company of the assembled 
Christian community. For every Christian marriage 
establishes a pact between the community and the couple. 


The community states that it will try to support and 
strengthen the marriage being enacted before it. The 
couple pledge to demonstrate before others the love and 
commitment characteristic of a Christian marriage. 


Sometimes as the years pass, there is a failure to live up 
to the full responsibilities of marriage; nonetheless, it is 
fitting for Christian couples to begin with a promise that 
each partner will try to enrich the other. 

THAT’S THE Christian way, and the way to the altar 
is paved with good intentions. 

There is, after all, something very public about 
marriage. Marriage affects the quality of life in society. It 
may be difficult sometimes to pinpoint the exact effects of 


marriage, either positive or negative, but they are there. - , 


While there is a growing tendency in contemporary 
circles to make marriage and family life a private matter, 
somehow the health or unhealthiness of this nuclear unit 
of society overflows into the neighborhood, town and city. 
Couples may desire isolation from the messiness of the 
world, but they are naive if they think it is possible. 
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FURTHERMORE, the couple need support and 
challenge from the wider society if their marriage is to 
grow. And the wider society needs concrete examples of a 
love that endures during a time of widespread cynicism 
about the viability of marriage as an institution. 


So, married life for Christians begins in church, in a 
public, communal setting where the promise of support 
from family, friends and church is expressed. The 
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promise of love, fidelity and cooperation between the 
bride and groom also becomes a matter of public 
acknowledgment. 

This public testimony is important. What a person says 
in public is more powerful than what someone says in 
private. Marriage vows echo from the walls and ceilings 
of the church and also from the people and from the God 
who stand as witnesses to the promises being made. 


MARRYING IN a church is solemn not simply from 
the standpoint of the physical environment, but from the 
kind of social milieu in which one stands. 

Church weddings bespeak a connection with the faith 
tradition. For such weddings testify to a couple’s living 
faith and trust in the power of Christian love to overcome 
the many forces, both internal and external, which pull 
people apart. ; 

Christian marriage, today as in the past, is a 
cooperative venture between the couple and God. 


IT IS ALSO appropriate that a marriage be celebrated 
in the setting of the Mass. In the Eucharistic meal, the 
Christian community recalls and reunites itself to the 
greatest act of love ever expressed, Christ’s gift of himself 
for us. 

The meal nourishes the community committed to love. 
The table of the Eucharist, then, will give added meaning 
to the coffee table, the breakfast table, even the card table. 

Some distracting features may creep into a church 
wedding, but Christianity has often enjoyed the 
reputation of getting mixed up in the thick of things. Still, 
no alternative could ever express what must be said: 

Christian marital love really is possible.

Helping make Christian marriages work

Theologian ‘Rev. Fritz Pfotenhauer, a Lutheran 
minister who serves as a marriage counselor about 10 
hours a week, considers marriage ‘‘one of the agencies 
God gives us to grow up.’’ The pastor of Hilltop 
Lutheran Church in South Bend, Ind., Dr. Pfotenhauer 
believes that marriage is a way for couples to become 
more faithful Christians. 


Dr. Pfotenhauer’s interest in the institution of marriage 
dates back to seminary days when a professor told his 
students they “‘should pray each day for a good wife.”’ 
Dr. Pfotenhauer thought this a prudent idea. Later, the 
pastor said, his brother asked what he prayed about. 
Upon hearing the answer, the brother responded that a 
more appropriate prayer might be, ‘‘Whoever I marry, 
help me to be a good husband.”’ 


FOR DR. PFOTENHAUER, married 23 years, the 
story illustrates two different ways of viewing marriage. A 
person can look at marriage, he maintains, in terms of 
“‘what my partner can do for me’”’ or in terms of ‘‘what I 
can do for my partner.”’ 


People come to Dr. Pfotenhauer for marriage 
counseling with a Pandora’s box of complaints 
concerning their mates. Often, the “‘surface complaints”’ 
go like this: ‘‘He sleeps on the couch all the time,’’ or 
“‘She has forgotten what it is to be a woman.”’ 


Other times, according to Dr. Pfotenhauer, ‘‘The 
battle is fought over what church to go to’’ or about 
money, which usually turns into a power struggle over 
‘“‘who controls it.”’ 


ALSO, HE ASSERTS, judging from the number of 
complaints he receives about in-laws, ‘“‘the in-law 
problem is no myth.”’ 


At the same time, Dr. Pfotenhauer indicated, the 
surface complaints people bring tq him usually mask the 
real problem. From his experience, Dr. Pfotenhauer 
thinks the underlying problem with marriage disen- 
chantment comes from a ‘‘deep breakdown in people’s 
expectations of their mate.”’ 

People discover, he added, that 

_ married is not what we expected.”’ 


“this person we 
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DR. PFOTENHAUER explained that people marry, 
frequently, out of a ‘‘deep human hunger for intimacy 
and constancy and continuity.”’ These are good, but 
because of today’s mobile society, with its particular 
characteristics, these needs sometimes lead people to place 
unreasonable demands on their marriage relationships — 
demands which may ‘not have been so common at an 
earlier point in society, he said. 


When people lived in the same neighborhood most of 
their lives, the Lutheran pastor continued, they often had 
a livelier sense of their connections with the past and the 
future. This made it easier, he continued, for a person to 
see that ‘‘I am not a piece. of. driftwood.”’ 


_ Dr. Pfotenhauer thinks such a feeling of continuity is 
harder to achieve in today’s society where personal 
privacy is highly valued and people seldom live in the 
same city with their aunts and uncles and cousins. 


AS A RESULT, people may marry with highly 
inflated expectations of what their mate can do for them. 
As Dr. Pfotenhauer puts it, ‘“No one person can live up to 
our expectations.’’ Furthermore, the ‘‘deeper our need, 
the greater our disappointment when the marital 
relationship begins to crumble under the strain of all our 
expectations,” he said. 


Often, in counseling, Dr. Pfotenhauer brings up the 
question of God and spirituality. As he puts it, 
‘‘Christianity invites us to give ourselves fully only to 
God. For only God can anchor our need to share 
ourselves completely.’’ 


Dr. Pfotenhauer also thinks that ‘‘when people can 
reroot themselves in a primary relationship with God,”’ 
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they are able to see their human partner in a moré 
reasonable way. They begin to treat their partner with 
less intensity and fewer demands which allows both 
partners in a marriage to relax. 


THE LUTHERAN theologian firmly believes that 
‘only God can carry all our hopes and dreams for the 
future.’’ God is the only being who never lets us down. 
He ‘“‘hangs in there with us’’ no matter what.

the family. In it, he pointed out that 
families have an important mission to 
fulfill for their own members, for others in 
the Church and for society at large. 


The. document contains the pope’s 
reflections on the deliberations of the. 1980 
international Synod of Bishops which was 
held in Rome. 


THE POPE dwells at length on the 
meaning of the family as a community of 
love. He writes: ‘“The family, which is 
founded and given life by love, is a 
community of persons: of husband and 


-wife, of parents and children, of 


relatives.’’ 


One task of the family, then, is the 
“‘constant effort to develop an authentic 
community of persons.” 


This makes the family somewhat like 
the church itself which is a community of 
love. In fact, the pope calls the family a 
domestic Church, or Church of the home. 


DISCUSSING relationships within 
families, Pope John Paul states, ‘‘In 
matrimony and in the family a complex of 
interpersonal relationships is set up — 
married life, fatherhood and motherhood, 
filiation and fraternity.”’ It is through 
these relationships, the pope points out, 
that each human being is introduced into 
both the human family and the family of 
God, the Church. 


The Church and:the family, therefore, 
are closely bound together, the pope 
asserts: ‘‘Christian marriage and the 
Christian family build up the Church: for 
in the family the human person is not only 


brought into being and progressively . 


introduced by means of education into the 
human community, but by means of the 
rebirth of baptism and education in the 
faith the’ child is also introduced into 
God’s family, which is the Church.”’ 


At the same time, the pope observes 
that God calls the family to a quite specific 
and important mission: ‘‘Among the 
fundamental tasks of the Christian family 
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ACCORDING TO the pope, ‘‘The 
Christian family is called upon to take 
part actively and responsibly in the 
mission of the Church.”’ 


What might this unique service look 
like? One way families serve, the pope 
says, 1s by “‘sharing their spiritual riches 
generously with other families.’’ By doing 
so, the Christian family ‘‘will manifest to 
all people the savior’s living presence in 
the world and the genuine nature of the 
Church.”’

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Little Havana’s ‘miracle tree’ 
gets Church ‘no comment’

MIAMI (NC) — This city’s Little 
Havana section has a tree which the 
Cubans claim has miraculous healing 
properties. Stories about the tree have 
mushroomed at the local and national 
levels, and began on Holy Thursday 
when its owner, Rene Raffo, stripped and 
pruned the sea grape of all its foliage. 


The sea grape grows to 50 feet, and its 


clusters of bluish-green berries are often 
used to make jelly; the plant grows 
luxuriantly along Florida’s Atlantic 
beaches, as well as inland. 


ON GOOD FRIDAY, Ana Delgado, a 
Cuban grandmother of five who feels that 
trees should not be cut on Holy 
Thursdsay, visited the site. ““The tree was 
shedding water,’’ she reported. ‘‘I took 
my grandchildren and sanctified them 
under the tree. And then I went to get an 
old man who was almost blind. I said to 
my grandchildren, ‘Let’s make a 
miracle.’ ”’ 


Alfredo Varona, a 91-year-old Cuban 
who had eye surgery for cataracts five 
years ago, took some of the water, which 
was really sap exuding from the tree 


trunk, rubbed it into his eyes and said 
that his vision, formerly cloudy, has been 
clear ever since. 


As Miami’s leading Spanish radio 
station, WQBA, aired the claim of the 
miracle, hundreds of Cubans began to 
gather Easter Monday at the tree. By late 
that evening, police had to seal off the 
area because of the tremendous crowds. 


CUBAN-BORN Auxiliary Bishop 
Agustin Roman of Miami issued a 
statement emphasizing that the alleged 
phenomenon should be studied by experts 
in the natural sciences. 


“The Church has no comment on a 
phenomenon which is not extraordinary 
and does not fit into the frame of our 
faith,’’ he said. ‘‘I wish to remind those 
who have a virtual hunger for God and 
seek the supernatural that God speaks to 
man through the words contained in holy 
Scripture and the teacher of this word is 
the Church. Prayer is capable of moving 
mountains when made with due 
disposition without the need of these 
events.”’ 


Julia Morton, a botanist at the 
University of Miami, said the sea grape 
sap, called kino, has a large amount of 
tannin, an astringent used in tanning and 
medicine. It is acommon folk medicine in 
the Caribbean, she noted, but can be 
harmful if used for an extensive period. 


DR. EDWARD C.Gelber, an 
opthalmologist, said that the ~cloudy 
vision experienced by Varona could have 
also been relieved by any number of non- 
prescription eye drops. 


Father Juan Sosa, a Cuban-born priest 
of the Miami archdiocese, who has a 
degree in anthropology and has made a 
special study of popular religiosity, said 
that “‘in a complex society people hunger 
for religious symbols and _ religious 
interpretation and meaning to their lives. 
They latch on to any so-called strange 
phenomenon right away because it is a 
sign of hope.”’ 

With the Church reluctant to endorse 
any “‘miracle’’ associated with the tree, 
Miami police spokesman Mike Stewart 
found one of sorts: ‘‘It’s miraculous that 
no one was injured,’’ he said commenting 
on the large crowds which had gathered. 


Nicaragua under Sandanistas: 
a ‘new society without God’? 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC) — 
Crowds of Managua’s Catholics filled 
churches during Holy Week services and 
close to 100,000 participated in the Good 
Friday outdoor procession despite the 
Sandanista government’s attempt to keep 
workers out of church and on the job; 
there are several priests in the Marxist- 
socialist coalition which runs the country. 


“Tt was a massive turnout,’’ said 
Father Bismark Carballo of the Managua 
archdiocese. ‘‘The religious faith that 
rallied these people seemed stronger than 
any obstacles.’’ 


UNDER A STATE of emergency 
declared last March, the ruling 
Sandanista junta had decreed that 
Nicaraguans in the overwhelmingly 
Catholic country were not to take off the 
traditional holidays this year and instead 
concentrate on maintaining production 
levels. 


So many turned out for the Good 
Friday procession, however, that it lasted 
more than three hours, with Archbishop 
Miguel Obando of Managua presiding. 
But as he closed the ceremony at the Plaza 
de la Revolucion, unidentified groups 


began tearing down posters with 
Christian messages. 


‘*We ask forgiveness for those who wish 
to build a new society without God,’ said 
Father Alan Delgado, who praised 
Nicaragua’s women for their role in the 
revolution that ousted former dictator 
Anastasio Samoza in 1979 and the 
ensuing reconstruction efforts. 


The Benedictine Convent of 
Perpetual Adoration overlooking 
Mission Bay will be the site of two 
upcoming special events. ‘‘An Hour 
With Jesus for First Communicants’’ 
is the theme of a Holy Hour 
beginning at 2 p.m. April 25. It will 
be followed by a slide presentation 
about the life of the Sisters at the 
convent and how they make altar 
breads.

without the classification, he would have 
no doubt disagreed with me, but perhaps 
he would not have felt insulted. 


Here it is in somewhat shortened form: 
“This reworking of the triangle motif 
which has the husband leave his wife for 
another man is a predictable, uninspired 
film which, under Arthur Hiller’s flat 
direction, manages to work up no 
emotional power whatsoever. Hiller and 
writer Barry Sandler sort things out in a 
fashion so reasonable and evenhanded 
that the contrivance that undergirds the 
whole enterprise should be evident even 
to the least discerning. Homosexuality — 
a word not mentioned in a script that uses 
even the euphemism ‘gay’ but once 
(Variety left this observation out) — is 
presented as nothing more than an 
acceptable variation on the normal 
process. This attempt to forestall moral 
implications, etc. etc...” 


THE NEXT THING to be said — 
unless I’m already blown up — is that our 
office, charged with giving reviews and 
moral classifications to films, cannot be 
expected to be on the cutting edge of 
doctrinal change. Sexual activity carried 
on outside of marriage is morally wrong, 
at least objectively so. 


That said, would the U.S. Catholic 
Conference be compelled to give an ‘‘O”’ 
classification to any film with a plot like 
that of Making Love or to any movie that 
portrayed homosexuality in a non- 
judgmental manner? 

Take Victor-Victoria, for example. Our 
office gave it an A-IV classification, 
‘adults, with reservations.”’ 


NOW I DIDN’T happen to find Victor- 
Victoria nearly as funny as did most 
people, but even though homosexuality is 
certainly portrayed in a non-judgmental 


Abp. Quinn backs 
S.F. handgun ban 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC) — Arch- 
bishop John R. Quinn of San Francisco 
supports the proposed handgun control 
ordinance introduced to the city’s Board 
of Supervisors April 5. 


‘Violence is a continuing and growing 
problem in San Francisco,’ said 
Archbishop Quinn in a letter to San 
Francisco’s Mayor Diane Feinstein. ‘‘As 
a believer in the Christ who repudiates 
hatred, violence and vindictiveness, I 
share with other citizens of our city a 
profound concern over this problem.’’ 


The archbishop recalled that the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, the civic action 
agency of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, in 1975 expressed 
support publicly for efforts at handgun 
control and continues that support. 


ARCHBISHOP Quinn quoted from 
the USCC statement: 

“Studies have shown that most 
homicides are committed against friends 
and relatives, not strangers. Since a 
significant number of violent offenses are 
committed with handguns and within 
families, we believe that handguns need 
to be effectively controlled and eventually 
eliminated from society.”’ 

The plan sponsored by the mayor states 
that ‘‘it shall be unlawful for any person 
to have in his possession, within the city 
and county of San Francisco, any 
handgun.”’ 


Those exempted from this provision 
include security guards, officers, off-duty 
police officers, licensed collectors of 
antique firearms, and persons using 
firearms on a licensed target range or 
shooting club. 
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fashion and even tavorably (hence the 
more stringent A-IV rather than A-III), 
the movie did not, in the judgment of our 
office, constitute any sort of argument in 
favor of homosexuality. It was about 
people and the predicaments that they can 
get themselves into just trying to cope 
with life — the basic stuff of both farce 
and tragedy, in other words. 


Making Love, on the other hand is a 
brief for homosexuality, a clumsy and 
contrived one at that. Most critics, in fact, 
panned it as shallow and contrived. The 
whole thing is worked out like an 
algebraic equation, with none of the 
rough edges, the messy humanity, the 
contradictions that belong to honest 
drama. 

So that we don’t pity the wife, for 
example, and so blame the husband, 
writer Barry Sandler has thoughtfully 
arranged for her to snag an ideal 
replacement with no visible effort, and 
thus everybody ends up happy and 
affluent. (In Streetcar Named Destre, 
Blanche Dubois started her descent to 
degradation, as you may recall, when she 
discovered that her husband was having 
an affair with a man.) 


Making Love deals with a serious moral © 


issue but fails to do so in a honest and 
serious fashion. On account of exactly the 
same considerations, our office gave an 
“©” classification to A Little Sex, even 
though all the sexual activity, done with 
restraint and no nudity, was heterosexual 
and, in the end, the movie seemed to 
come down in favor of traditional values. 


Finally let’s consider the recent 
television series Brideshead Revisited. 
Waugh’s treatment of homosexuals and 
homosexual love, whether consummated 
or not, is not to the point here. I refer not 
just to Sebastian and Charles, but also to 
Sebastian and Kurt and to Sebastian and 
the brilliant, witty, perceptive Anthony 
Blanche. 


Waugh, great conservative and great 
satirist that he is, is always concerned 
about moral values, but here he obviously 
refrains from judgment, leaving that to

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Hunger strike plus one: both IRA and British claiming victory

More than a year after the start of the hunger strike 
which led to the deaths of 10 prisoners opposed to British 
rule in Northern Ireland, both sides claim victory. 

British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher referred to 
the hunger strike as the ‘‘last card’’ of the Provisional 
Irish Republican Army, the outlawed guerrilla group 
opposed to British rule. 

IRA SUPPORTERS insist that the intransigent 
position taken by the British government in refusing to 
negotiate the prisoners’ demand for political status, thus 
allowing 10 men to starve to death, revealed the 
inhumane face of British rule in Northern Ireland. 


These claims and counterclaims illustrate how 
ambiguous the situation has become since Bobby Sands, 
the first prisoner to die, began his hunger strike March 1, 
1981. 


The main force behind the strike was the IRA, reborn 
at the beginning of sectarian troubles in the 1970s, saying 
its aim was to protect Catholics against the hostility of the 
Protestant majority and the police force. Currently, as the 
situation in Northern Ireland has become quieter and 
Protestant harassment brought under a semblance of 
control, the IRA, to retain its support, has been faced 
with the task of convincing the Catholic community that 
the British still are not to be trusted. 


The prisoners demanded that they not be treated as 
common criminals and that the government recognize the 
political motivation of their acts by granting permission to 
wear their own clothes, to refuse prison work and to 
associate freely. 


THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT, on the other 
hand, must fight the IRA’s accusation that its rule will be 
forever prejudicial to the Catholic minority and is 
responsible for the economic woes of the Catholic 
ghettoes. Britain must convince Catholics that the IRA is 
making trouble where none exists and that the guerrilla 
group is no better than a gang of criminals, making the 
Northern Irish problem one of law and order. 


The conflicting claims of victory in the hunger strike 
must be viewed against this backdrop.

PACKWOOD-MOYNIHAN in its first year would 
have added $2.3 billion to the deficit had it been approved 
by Congress. But the Reagan measure, since it does not 
include tax credits for college tuition or cash refunds for 
the non-taxpaying poor, is only supposed to cost $100 
million in the first year, $600 million in the second, and 
still only $1.5 billion in 1987. 

“<I wish we could include college as well but you know 
the budgetary constraints we are working under,”’ 
Reagan said in his speech. 

But even if Congress were to find acceptable the limited 
size of the Reagan measure, the other big question in 
Washington these days is whether the proposal comes too 
late for the current Congress, which by September will be 
itching to. go home for the election campaigns. 


ADMINISTRATION OFFICIALS insist it is not too 
late for the 97th Congress to enact tuition tax credits, 
despite the difficulty in getting any major new tax 
initiative through both the House and Senate. 

Others, though, are not so sure. Sen. Robert J. Dole 
(R-Kan.), who as chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee will have major control over the progress of 
the legislation, said he did not think the measure would

cold. One day he will find his bottom and maybe with 
God’s help he will find his way back.”’ 


Letting people accept the consequences of their own 
actions is the basic philosophy of groups like Alcoholics 
Anonymous, said Mrs. Hartman, who believes that we 
must draw a careful distinction in charitable efforts 
between people unwilling to take care of themselves and 
those who cannot. 


*“MOST CATHOLICS have trouble getting the 
Gospel message,’ said Mrs. Hartman. ‘“There is a point 
at which you can become part of a person’s self-destruc- 
tive behavior. It took a priest to get me to say, ‘No, I will 
no longer support you in this lifestyle.” So many young 
people are copping out to ‘do their thing’ and expecting 
someone else to subsidize it.’’ 

San Diego’s street people, many of them supported by 
charitable efforts, said Mrs. Hartman, are neither poor 
nor oppressed, but there by choice, and must be allowed 
the freedom to accept the consequences of their choice.

Surface indicators support the view that the British 
won. The hunger strike ended without the British 
government having to depart from its stance that the 
prisoners are ordinary criminals and in the six months 
following the end of the hunger strike IRA activity has 
been at an unexpected low. 


The reason for this low activity stems from two factors, 
both key indicators of IRA strength. The first is the 
atttitude of the government of Ireland, which under the 
leadership of former Prime Minister Garret FitzGerald 
failed to express strong public dismay at the British 
position. 

It is widely accepted that a number of IRA units use 
Ireland as their base. According to reports in the Irish 
capital of Dublin, under FitzGerald the Irish forces 
guarding the border with Northern Ireland were more 
zealous, making it difficult for the IRA units to move as 
freely as they once did. In early March Gerrard Tuttle

TOO MANY TIMES, thinks Mrs. Hartman, people 
get involved in charitable works because ‘‘ ‘I can’t stand 
my own pain, but I will never hurt the person who’s 
crying.’

As for quotes in previous issues of Southern Cross that 
‘““We don’t have a right to refuse food to anyone who says 
he’s hungry’’ and ‘‘You can’t live the Gospel and not do 
so,’’ Mrs. Hartman has one of her own: ‘‘I would say 
there are times when you must refuse, and that is truly 
living the Gospel.”’

EQUALLY DISQUIETING from the IRA point of 
view is that there seems to be no serious objection in 
Ireland to the tougher line. Although new Prime Minister 
Charles Haughey, famous for his alleged part in 
supplying arms to the IRA in the 1970s, may decide to 
loosen border vigilance, there seems to be no public 
pressure to do so. 

Sinn Fein, the IRA’s political wing, did poorly in 
Ireland’s recent general election. The showing is in sharp 
contrast to the election of several Sinn Fein candidates 
during the hunger strike. 


In Northern Ireland, security forces have been making 
an impressive number of arrests recently, largely based on 
information supplied by informers. Security forces claim 
they have been getting more information since the end of 
the hunger strike and this means people are rejecting IRA 
manipulation of the hunger strike. 


BUT THE TENDENCY to equate the IRA with all 
Catholic rejection of British rule.and Catholic desire for 
unification with Ireland is a costly mistake. While it is 
true that many members of the Catholic community 
reject IRA violence, they are also aware of the 
circumstances which motivate IRA members. 


Catholics cite examples of what they call discrimination 
by Protestants in housing, employment and enforcement 
of the law. To Catholics, these issues have been couched 
for so long in sectarian terms that without any strong, 
visible moves in the opposite direction, all problems in 
Northern Ireland will be seen by Catholics as further 
evidence of discrimination against them. 


AGAINST THIS BACKDROP, the hunger strike 


continues having symbolic value. 


A Catholic journalist noted that pictures of the 10 dead 
hunger strikers are still enshrined in Catholic areas. 


“They weren’t fighting for their own organization, 
they were fighting for the Catholic community because . 
the community is under attack. We accepted that we had 
to support them, whether we like them or not. The 
majority of us support unity with Ireland. The British 
attitude here has forced us into it. When the community is 
under attack, we won’t condemn violence,”’ he said.

So. Korean bishops defend jailed priest 


SEOUL, South Korea (NC) — South 
Korea’s Catholic bishops have defended a 
priest jailed in connection with an arson 
case at a U.S. cultural center. 


The hierarchy’s statement highlighted 


- the growing split between President Chun 


Doo-Hwan’s military government and 
religious leaders who accuse him of 
repression in the name of anti- 
Communism. 


ANY SOCIETY in which people do 
whatever they are told by the government 
out of fear of Communism “‘is not too far 
different from -a Communist 
dictatorship,’’ said the standing 
committee of the South Korean Bishops’ 
Conference last week. 


Father Choi Ki-Sik, 39, of the Wonju 
diocese near Seoul was arrested April 8 
and accused of harboring a man 
authorities say plotted the fire at the 
cultural center March 18, in which one 
person died. Three of Father Choi’s 
parishioners were also arrested. 


“‘No Catholic priest can instigate arson 
or make anyone a Communist through 
leftist education,’’ the bishops said. 


‘‘BUT AT THE same time, it also is 
the clergy that cannot throw a stone 
against or secretly report to authorities 
those abandoned people who request help 
and protection,’’ they said. 

The bishops said the government press 
was misleading the people, making them 
think ‘‘the Catholic Church is a hotbed 
for a subversive group.”

La segunda parte del Capitulo 1 de 
‘‘Evangelii Nuntiandi’’ es fuerte, 
provocante y en verdad inovativa. 

Para muchos de nosotros, catdlicos, la 
Iglesia parece significar sacramentos, 
liturgia, clero y leyes eclesiales. Por 
mucho tiempo, se habia considerado a la 
Iglesia como la sociedad perfecta que 
poseia todas las respuestas a cualquier 
problema o pregunta que tuviera la 
sociedad. La tarea de la Iglesia era el 
invitar a la gente a la conversién y a la 
perfeccidn, pero parecia que la Iglesia ya 
habia alcanzado eso! Ciertamente la 
Iglesia habia sido sacramentalizada, 
organizada e institucionalizada, pero 
ghabia sido evangelizada? ;Es la Iglesia 
un testigo vivo de la vida y de las 
ensefianzas de Cristo Jesus? pete 

Pablo VI empieza por declarar con 
precisi6n que el evangelizar es la mision 


-esencial de la Iglesia. ‘“Evangelizar con- 


stituye, en efecto, la dicha y vocacidn 
propia de la Iglesia, su identidad mas 
profunda.’’ (E.N. 14). Se debe evaluar 
toda la actividad de la Iglesia en términos 
de su misiédn evangelizadora. En una 
palabra, la evangelizaciédn consiste en 
predicar, ensefiar, santificar, reconciliar a 
los pecadores, perpetuar la memoria de la 
muerte y resurrecci6n de Jesus. | 

Nétese como Pablo VI, Juan Pabloly, 
hoy en dia, Juan Pablo II, por su mismo 
ejemplo personal y por sus palabras, con- 
stantemente enfocan la funciédn de la 
Iglesia, ellos hacen resaltar, sin embargo, 
que el papel primario y fundamental de 
ella es la proclamacién.. El cambio de 
enfoque es realmente nuevo en la vida de 
nuestra Iglesia contempordnea. Si los 
sacramentos y las otras actividades de la 
Iglesia no son aspectos de nuestra 
respuesta consciente a la Palabra de Dios, 
degenerardn fdcilmente en simples ritos 
religiosos-magicos. 

La Iglesia nace de la actividad evan- 
gelizadora de Jests y de los Doce. Y 
ahora es por la actividad evangelizadora 
de los discipulos, como la Iglesia crece y 
se multiplica. La Iglesia es la comunidad 
de aquellos que han sido llamados a 
seguir el camino de Jesus con el fin de ser 
enviados al mundo. Somos Ilamados para 
ser enviados. En nuestra respuesta a la 
invitacién del Sefior, descubrimos 
nosotros mismos que somos una 
comunidad. Por la misma naturaleza del 
llamado, esta comunidad de vida nueva 
nunca puede cerrarse para si misma. 
Deberad ser siempre una comunidad 
abierta, tanto para dar la bienvenida 
alegre a los nuevos que se la incorporan 
como para enviar a sus miembros a 
empezar nuevas comunidades, Asi, la 
Iglesia es misionera’ por su misma 
naturaleza. Es misionera porque envia a 
sus miembros, pero también porque 
recibe a nuevos miembros — pecadores, 
extranjeros, itodos! Una Iglesia que se 


llega a cerrar para si misma cesa de ser 
Iglesia. Una Iglesia que deja de brindar la 
bienvenida a los que se le acercan, porque 
se fija en los que podrian ser segtin los 
criterios del mundo, deja de ser la Iglesia 
de Cristo Jesus. 

La vida misma de la comunidad es la 
vida del Sefior presente ahora’ dentro de 
nosotros. Esta vida crecera y se 
multiplicara, tanto interior como 
exteriormente, en la medida en que la 
comunidad contintia estudiando la 
Palabra de las ensefianzas de los 
Apéstoles, viviendo una vida de caridad 
dindmica en un ambiente de fraternidad y 
compartiendo el pan (E.N. 15). Esta vida 
misma se convierte en la primera 
proclamacién del maravilloso anuncio 
que una nueva vida de perdén, de amor y 
de cooperacién comunitario es en verdad 
posible. : 

A fin de llevar a cabo esta tarea y 
permanecer fiel al Sefior, la Iglesia misma 
debe ser evangelizada. !Esta es una 
declaracién potente! Nosotros, la Iglesia, 
nunca nos llegamos a convertir comple- 
tamente en esta vida. Siempre estamos 
luchando como peregrinos que estan de 
camino pero que no han llegado todavia. 
Asif nosotros — papa, obispos, clero, 
religiosos y laicos — debemos escuchar 
sin cesar la Palabra. El papa no titubea en 
afirmar claramente que la Iglesia misma 
es con frecuencia tentada por idolos y por 
lo tanto necesita siempre ser nuevamente 
convocada y reunida. Antes los Padres de 
la Iglesia afirmaban: la Iglesia siempre 
necesita ser reformada. Pero Pablo VI va 
més alld atin, y dice que la Iglesia debe ser 
evangelizadora por una constante 
conversi6n y renovacién. Si no se con- 
vierte diariamente al Sefior, pierde su 
credibilidad en el mundo. 

La Iglesia existe para evangelizar, pere 
sdlo evangelizard efectivamente en la 
medida en que ella misma es 
evangelizada. Sdlo podemos dar a los 
demas lo que nosotros mismos 
continuamos recibiendo. 


Para todos nosotros en la Iglesia, esto 
significa una actitud de oracidén, de 
humildad, de apertura y de escucha 
constante. Exige el cultivar un corazén 
verdaderamente abierto y atento. Es la 
libertad interna que se obtiene con el 
desapego de la cosas de mundo, no 
importa que tan importantes, sagradas o 
santas parezcan ser, lo que permitira que 
la vida misma de Cristo sea nuestra 
propia vida. Sdlo de esta manera 
podremos seguir diciendo: Habla, Sefior, 
para que yo pueda escuchar y responder. 
Sdlo de esta modo seré yo capaz de rezar 
en verdad: no se haga mi voluntad sino la 
Tuya. Sin esta conversidn diaria, 
facilmente podriamos regresar a nuestras 
costumbres antiguas, y, 
pudiéramos mantener una apariencia de 
cristianismo, cesariamos de _ ser 
verdaderos seguidores del Sefior en Su 
camino a la plenitud del Reino.

renunciar a una porcién al menos de los 
recursos que consume tontamente en

armamentos.’’ La pascua, motivo de 
alegria, se ve emparfiada por condiciones 
de conflicto y tension en muchas partes 
del mundo,”’ dijo el papa. ‘‘ Expreso la 
mds viva esperanza con un llamado 


. particularmente urgente a las partes 


contendientes (Argentina y Gran 
Bretafia) para que procuren con toda 
diligencia, empefio responsable y buena 
voluntad, la manera de lograr una 
solucién pacifica y honorable de la 
disputa mientras haya tiempo de evitar 
una lucha con derramamiento de 
sangre.’” Habldé cuando la flota britanica 
viajaba hacia las Islas Malvinas, que los 
ingleses llaman Falkland, y los 
argentinos, consumada su posesién el 2
